The committee on credentials retired 
and decided that the following dele­ 
gatee were entitled to seats in the con­ 
vention: 
First Ward—C. H Douglas, J. S. 
Gardner and F. W. Wieland. 
Second Ward—D. D. Smith, J. N. 
Nevers, W. A. Fleming, Wm. Percy . 
Third Ward -H . Stein and Ed. Bre- 
Irany .

Larson. 
Fifth Ward—Mr. Knudson and J. 
N. Tuae. 
Oak Lawn—S. W. Gray . 
Garrison—J. B. Douglas, by p roxy 
from Joe Miller. 
The committe on organization re­ 
p orted and advised that the temp orary 
organization be made p ermanent. A 
motion was made to that effect and 
carried. 
The convention then p roceeded to 
the ehiction of delegates to the state 
convention by ballot The first ballot 
resulted in the election of N. H. In- 
gersoll, H. Sp ah’ing and J. J. Howe, 
they each having received a majority 
of the votes cast. Another ballot was 
ordered for the election of the balance 
of the delegation, which resulted in 
the selection of J. L. Camp , John 
Willis and S. W. Gray . 
On motion the convention then p ro­ 
ceeded to ballot for delegates to the 
congressional convention, the first

He refused to listen to a clerg ym an, and di*d 
as he him lived. Brooker'e wi eaud theyoung er 
children called to see him on 
W ednesday,

there, and they would have drunkeD enrou» , 
aln to the neg lect u t her duty a# a wife and 
m other.

broken from the wrists of one Charles 
Nallie, a fugitive slave, who had run 
away from his master, Blue her W. 
Hasbrough, ot Culpepper, Ya., in 
(J ctober, In."8. 
Naliie slowly worked 
his way North, and finally readied 
Troy, where he worked as a coach­ 
man for I ri Gilbert. 
He had prior 
to this urorked for a farmer in ^and 
Lake, and while there foolishly t« >ld 
his story to a lawyer named Hornee 
F. Averill, This lawyer wrote to 
XaDie’s former master, informing 
him 
of the fugitive’s whereabouts, 
and on Fri« lay4 April 27 ,18 60, Nal- 
lie waa nrr ste« J un« ler the fugitive 
slave iaw. Tl ie urr* -t cause« ] great 
excitmerit in Troy, where th» aboli­ 
tion sentiment ran high, Martin L. 
Town^en. who is to-day a member of 
the constitutional commission, was 
secured as counsel for the slave, and 
a writ of habeas corpus obtained 
from .J udge Gould. The fugitive wa» 
taken front the hands of the ag*» nt, 
an l while in the hands ot the police 
officers was surroumiet] by a crowd 
of citizens, who easily secured posses­ 
sion of him and hurried him toward 
the river. Nallie. aha« kied ashewas, 
sprang into the river aud swam to 
West Troy, where his friends broke 
the irons and threw them into th» 
riv« >r. where they have ever since lain. 
Subsequently, after l*eing concealed 
for a long time, he was taken to 
Watervliet and mad» *goo« i his escapé. 
He was never recaptured.

and he said in answ er to the query, ‘ How 
are you th is m orning?” 
“ I feel, bully, by G 
. I'm going to stand 
up like a m an.

At o th er tim es Brook# wa# unable to con­ 
ceal his excitem ent, which bordered on in­ 
sanity. although his friends m a in tain th a t 
iii# head was perfectly sound.

A Pair of Historic Shackles. 
The finding of an old broken pair 
of slave shackles in the rubbish 
brought up from the bottom of the 
river near West Troy, N. Y., has re­ 
called a stirring incident of ante­ 
bellum times. 
The shackles were 
broken from the wrists ofonefharles 
Hallie, a fugiti%*e slave, who had rim 
away from his master, Blucher W. 
Hasbrough, of Culpepper, Va., in 
October, 18.78. Naliie slowly worked 
his way North, and finally readied 
Troy, where he worked as a coach­ 
man for Tri Gilbert. Ile had prior 
to this worked for a farmer in Sand 
Lake, and while there foolishly told 
his story to a lawyer named Horace 
F. Averill, This lawyer wrote to 
Nallie’s former master, informing 
him 
of tlie fugitive’s whereabouts, 
and on Friday, April 27. 1860, Nal­ 
iie was arr sled under the fugitive 
slave law. Tlie arrest caused great 
excitment in Troy, where the aboli­ 
tion sentiment ran high, Martin L. 
Townsmen, who is to-day a member of 
the constitutional commission, was 
secured as counsel for the slave, and 
a writ of habeas corpus obtained 
from Judge Gould. The fugitive was 
taken from tile hands of the agent, 
and while in the hands of the police 
officers was surrounded by a crowd 
of citizens, who easily secured posses­ 
sion of him and hurried him toward 
tile river. XalHe, shackled as he was, 
sprang into the river and swam to 
West Troy, where his friends broke 
the irons and threw them into the 
river, where they have ever since lain. 
Subsequently, after l>eing concealed 
for a long time, he was taken t o 
Watervliet and rn ade good his escape. 
Ile was never recaptured.

Amid the universal grayness th a t 
has settled m istly down upon Eng­ 
lish fiction, amid the delicate drab-

skill iii handling, the old-fashioned 
reader misses, now and then, the viv­ 
id coloring of his youth. 
He misses 
the slow unfolding of quite impos­ 
sible plots, the thrilling incidents 
th a t were wont pleasantly to arouse 
his apprehension, aud, m ost of all, 
two characters once deemed essential 
to every novel—the hero aud the 
villain. 
The heroine is left us still, says a 
writer in the Atlantic, and her func­ 
tions are far more complicated than 
in the simple days ot yore, when lit­ 
tle was required of her save to be 
beautiful as the stars. 
She faces 
now the m ost intricate problems of 
life: and she faces them with conscious 
sell im portance, a dismal power of 
analysis, and a robust candor in dis­ 
cussing their equivocal aspects th a t 
would have sent her buried sister 
blushing to the wall. There was 
sometimes a lam entable lack of solid 
virtue in this fair dead sister, a piti­ 
ful hum an weakness th a t levi her to 
undoing: but she never talked so 
glibly about sin, As for tile hero, lie 
I owes his banishm ent to the riotous 
; m anner in which his m asters hand led 
him. 
Bulwer strained ourenduranee 
and our credulity to the utm ost; Dis- 
■ raeli took a step further, ami Lotfiair, j 
I the last of his race, perished amid 
the cruel laughter of mankind. 
But the villain! Remem tier what 
we owe to him in the past. Think . 
j how dear lie has liecome to every j 
rightly constituted mind. And now j 
we are told, soberly and coldly, by j 
the thin-blooded novelists pf the day, ! 
th a t his absence is one of the crown- j 
ing trium phs of modern genius, th a t I 
we have all grown too dirc-rim inut­ 
ing to tolerate in fiction a character 
whom we feel does not exist in Hie. I 
Man, we are reminded, is a complex, j 
subtle, unfathom able, made up of j 
good and evil so dexterously inter­ 
mingled thatnooneelem entpredonii- ; 
nates coarsely over the rest. He is 
to tie studied warily and with misgive I 
ings, not classified with brutal ease ! 
into the virtuous and bad. 
It is useless to explain to these an­ 
alysts th a t the pleasure we take in 
meeting a character in a book does 
not always depend on our having 
known him in tile family circle or en­ 
countered him *P DUf m orningpapeii, 
though, judged eveu by this stringent 
law, the villain holds his own. Ac­ 
cept Balzac’s rule and exclude from 
fiction not only all w hich might not 
really happen, but all wldo|i has not 
really happened In truth, and we 
should still have studies enough in 
total depravity to darken all the 
novels in christendom.

Loring G. Parmalee, the numis­ 
m atist of Boston and a former resi­ 
dent of W ilmington, Vt., has sold 
his valuable and unique collection o*

The collection 
comprises 
ab o u t 
3,000 
pieces, 
m any of which are uncirculated, and 
it is thought the m ost valuable single 
collection of United States coinage 
in the world, and is valued a t $75, 
OOO. 
Mr. Parm alee 
has 
been 
about 
tw enty years securing this collection, 
which includes the rare 1804 dollar, 
for which he paid $750, though it 
has since nearly doubled in value, 
and a specimen of every gold coin 
from 1795 down to the present date, 
the best assortm ent known. Some 
of the rare pieces of colonial coinage 
in this cabinet are valued as high as 
$1,000 each. An unsuccessful effort 
was made to secure these coin for the 
government, it being a more nearly 
complete collection even than the 
one in 
the Philadelphia m int.— 
Springfield Republican.

The Blueberry Crop. 
Tho blueberry crop this season, it 
is reported, will be the largest for 
several years past and Indians in 
great numbers are said to be leaving 
Leech Lake reservation to gather it. 
Indeed, it is reported that fully 1200 
Indians will be in this vicinity for the 
next six or eight weeks. Several of 
our merchants are making arrange­ 
ments to establish temporary trading 
posts in several sections where the 
berries are most numerous, and busi­ 
ness in this line will be quite brisk 
this season. It is also quite probable 
that considerable difficulty will again 
be experienced because of the sale of 
whisky to the Indians, although we’ve 
got aa idea that the heavy punish­ 
ments that have been inflicted for 
offenses of this character daring the 
past year, will have a tendency to- 
restrain some that have heretofore 
engaged rn this nefarious business. 
At any rate close watch should be 
kept, and all violators of the law 
promptly arrested and punished, and 
in the future less difficulty with the 
Indians will be the result

They will probably be watched 
pretty closely this fall, and if caught 
they will he put through. But it is 
hard to get men to watch them, for if 
they catch onto a man watching them, 
a lot of them with the help of some 
of the Inder traders (who. by the w ay, 
ar*? more of a curse to the country 
than the Indians themselves), swear 
out warrants against them for selling 
whisky to them, and then the man is 
off to court and bound over. Notone 
in fifty of them is ever cony id cd; but 
it keeps them out of the way and 
answers their purpose, and gives a lot 
of them a picnic to go to court and 
appear against them.

The committe on organization re­ 
ported and advised that the temporary 
organization be made permanent.

A Pair of Historic Shackles. 
The finding of an old broken pair 
of slave shackles in the rubbish 
brought up from the bottom of the 
river near West Troy, N. Y., has re­ 
called a stirring incident of ante­ 
bellum times. 
The shackles were 
broken from the wrists of one Charles 
Naliie, a fugitive slave, who had run 
away from his master, Blucher W. 
Hasbrough, of Culpepper, Ya., in 
October, 18-">8. Naliie slowly worked 
his way North, ami finally reached 
Troy, where he worked as a coach­ 
man for Cri Gilbert. lie had prior 
to this worked for a farmer in Sand 
Lake, and while tle-re foolishly told 
his story to a lawyer named Horace 
F. Averill, This lawyer wrote to 
Nallie’s 
former master, informing 
him 
of the fugitive’s whereabout#, 
and on Fridayt April 27. 1860, Nai- 
lie was arr sted under the fugitive 
slave law. The arrest caused great 
excitment in Troy, where the aboli­ 
tion sentiment ran high, Martin L. 
Townsen, who is to-day a member of 
the constitutional commission, was 
secured as counsel for the slave, und 
a writ of habeas corpus obtained 
from Judge Gould. The fugitive was 
taken from the hands of the agent, 
and while in the hands of the police 
officers was surrounded by a crowd 
of citizens, who easily secured posses­ 
sion of him and hurried him towtird 
the river. Naliie. shackled ashewas, 
sprang into the river and swam to 
West Troy, where his friends broke 
the irons and threw them into th# 
river, where they have ever since lain. 
Subsequently, after being concealed 
for a long time, he was taken to 
W ater vliet and made good hisescap£. 
He was never recaptured.

him. 
Bulwer strained ourendurance 
and our credulity to the utm ost; Dis­ 
raeli took a step further, and Lot hair, 
the last of his race, perished amid 
the cruel laughter ol m ankind. 
But tlie villain! Remem her w hat 
we owe to him in the past. Think 
how dear he has liecoine to every 
rightly constituted mind. And now 
we are fold, soberly and coldly, by 
the thin-blooded novelists p ftheday, 
th a t his absence is one qf tlie crown- j ' j . 
iug trium phs of modern genius, tliu t 


on, w hither we knew not, tor how i 
long a tim e we dared n o t think, seek- j 
ing for food, with the double respon­ 
sibility weighing us down for these ' 
trustful, brave fellows with us, and 
for those, no less brave and trustful, 
whom we had left behind a t the b o t­ 
tom of the horrible canyon? 


A G re e ly S to ry . 
W riter in W ashington Post: It 
oecured a good m any years ago, 
when the Tribune was a power in tlie
